marshal, conferred with Whitecot­ 
ton and W arden Ralph N. Eidson 
this morning and arranged to see 
Hall and Mrs. Heady later today. 
Tatman told reporters he al­ 
ready has receiv ed ab out 5,000 ap­ 
plications to witness the execu­ 
tion. He has to designate fiv e •‘re­ 
spectab le citizens” as the official 
witnesses. 
Under federal rules, he said rel­ 
ativ es of the condemned pair may 
claim their b odies b ut he has not 
receiv ed any requests for them 
yet. State prisoners whose b odies 
are not claimed are b uried in the 
prison cemetery. 
Tatman said he had not yet de­ 
cided what kind of credentials he 
would

for newspapermen 
wishing to attend a “b riefing” on 
the execution after it is ov er.

Children’s Bureau reoorts 385,000 
youngsters alleged to be delinquent 
r one in every 50, aged 10 to 17, 
were referred to the courts in 1952. 
Figures for the Nation show that 
juvenile delinquency cases before 
the courts increases 10 per cent 
from 1948 to 1952 amounted to 29 
per cent. 
Available statistics on juvenile 
delinquency in M issouri do not vary 
greatly from the national averages,

! able young men are much more the 
caretakers of wildlife who make ar­ 
rests and prosecute violators of 
game laws. They get a broad train­ 
ing in i niorcement, of course;that’s 
important. But they also regard 
themselves as representative of the 
Missouri Conservation Commission 
“We are agents of the commis­ 
sion rather Jian police:nent” they 
say firmly. “We try to promote the 
program with respect to fJch. game, 
forestry, soil and water conserva­ 
tion. We work with schools, youth 
groups, and adult clubs in order to 
foster conservation. We help keep 
the public informed through use of 
newspapers, radio talks, personal 
contacts and meetings. We cooperat 
with other agencies.’’ 


In Missouri, as in Delaware, the 
wildlife agency’s employes are di­ 
vided into enforcement, technical 
management section. Bat out there, 
as in ether states, every employe of 
the commission is an educator, a 
missionary, a competent guide to 
the whole picture of the outdoors.

This year marks ihe ~uth anniv­ 
ersary of the first Thanksgiving 
Day greeting telegram, E. L. Mil­ 
ler. Western Union manager, in 
Sikeston. said today. 
“The first Thanksgiving greeting 
telegrams were sent ninety years 
ago." Miller said, “when President 
Lincoln proclaimed August 6. 1863.

Statistics oueted show that 53 per 
cent of the auto thefts and 48 per 
cent of all burglaries are com m itt­ 
ed by persons under 18 years old. 
Children’s Bureau reports 385.000 
youngsters alleged to be delinquent 
or one in every 50. aged IO to 17, 
were referred to the courts in 195?. 
Figures for the Nation show that 
juvenile delinquency cases before 
the courts increases IO per cent 
from 1948 to 1952 am ounted to 29 
per cent. 
Available statistics on juvenile 
delinquency in M issouri do not vary 
greatly from the national averages. 
St. Louis showed an increase of 
ll per cent in the num ber of cases 
from 1951 to 1952. St. Louis County 
during the sam e period, showed an 
increase of 
8 per cent. Jackson 
County showed less than I per 
cent increase. The statistics from

before it spoils'1 And by the law. 
it cannot be sold at a reduced 
price.

It gets in the governm ent loan 
and there is never a good tim e 
to get it out. The grain trade kept 
governm ent stocks off the m arket 
because sale of them would affect 
the elections and this grain deter­ 
iorated. 
Woods told that if all would eat 
1-4 lb. m ore m eat per day. health 
for all would be much better and 
farm ers cculd not produce enough 
m eat in ‘54 without selling some of 
the breeding stock to m ake up the 
amount. 
So, Woods pointed out, the ans­ 
wer to the farm problem is in 
farm ers hands. He told of an ad ­ 
dition of new’ hem es n ear St. Louis, 
in which the 850 homes are not 
paid for. yet most have television 
sets. “ People are also eating less 
than they need in order to buy 
TV sets” he said 
“ We farm ers can if we will tie 
to our own organization and work 
together to find the solution to our 
problem s” 
stated 
Woods.

ta rm ers art4 the last great bulwark 
of independent thinking in the world 
today. 
Another problem fac ing America 
is not only how’ to get peace but 
how to live with the economics cf 
peace, continued Woods.
